PRO-COMMUNIST STUDENT ACTIVITIES IN MEXICO 


The program scheduled for SALVADOR ALLENDE during his 
visit to Mexico was prepared to keep him moving constantly, 
with little or no exposure to sensitive political areas, 
particularly militant students. Student activists were in 
contact with the Ambassador of Chile in Mexico attempting to 
arrange for a dialogue with ALLENDE. They were disgruntled at 
ALLENDE's failure to make an appearance at the University in 
Mexico City, but were appeased to some degree by the appearance 
of three Chileans representing farm workers, students, and the 
Chilean Embassy in Mexico.

REVOLUTIONARY ACTIVITIES 


During the morning of 11/8/72, a Mexicana jet airliner, 
scheduled to fly from Monterrey to Mexico City, was hijacked 
Shortly after takeoff by four Se ee identifying 
themselves as the members of the“Armed Communist League. 
Negotiations between the terrorists and Mexican authorities 
resulted in the freeing of six of their imprisoned companions, 
plus the payment of ransom of 4,000,000 pesos ($320,000 U.S.), 
and delivery of weapons and ammunition. The terrorist group 
then ordered the plane to fly to Havana, Cuba, After several 
hours in Cuba the passengers were permitted to return to Mexico 
City. The Mexican press announced the following day that the 
Mexican Foreign Office said the Cuban Government would be formally 
requested to hold the hijackers for extradition to Mexico. 
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Information was later developed that one of the 
participants in the hijacking had previously attended a Chicano 
activity in San Antonio, Texas. Mexican police uncovered 
further evidence of guerrilla organization in northern Mexico 
with the discovery of several caches of weapons and ammunition. 
The seriousness of the rise in terrorist activity in Mexico 
was made evident by the increase of Mexican investigators in 
many areas to cope with revolutionary activities.

CUBAN MATTERS 


On 11/15/72, the Mexican Government formally requested 
the return of the hijackers who forced a jet airliner to Havana. 
The extradition request also asked Cuba to give back the 
4,000,00 pesos ransom. 


On 12/6/72, the Mexican Foreign Relations Secretariat 
announced that Cuba refused to extradite the hijackers, saying 
this was not possible 'because of the political motivations of 
the action.'' The note received from the Cuban Government added 
that the hijackers would be tried in Cuban courts, and that the 
money and guns would be returned to the Government of Mexico. 
The note also said the Cuban Government was willing to carry 
out a bilateral agreement with Mexico containing effective 
measures against the hijacking of airplanes, ships and other 
similar crimes.

Although most public statements made by the visiting 
Chicane had to do with their plight in the United States, their 
complaints were not restricted to the treatment accorded north 
of the border.

After several 
hours of waiting they were denied entry by the prison superin- 
tendent who explained that his institution housed criminals 
not political prisoners. The frustrated Chicanos protested 
to the President's office but were unsuccessful in their 
efforts to visit prison inmates.
